Maryland Governor Robert L.
Ehrlich Jr. committed the state

tails of an initiative aimed at
boosting the state's lead rental
property registry.

amailing list of 50,000 poten-
tial unregistered units. A letter
was sent to property ownersthis
past summer describing the re-
quirements of Maryland’s lead
laws. That targeted outreach ef-
fort netted 17,000 new registra-
tions —well beyond the
Governor’starget of 10,000.
“A decade ago in Maryland,
nearly a quarter of children

tested had elevated blood lead
levels,” Governor Ehrlich said.
“In 2003 the number was 2.2
percent. This is extraordinary
progress, but our ultimate goal
is to get that number down to
zero by 2010. And we all know,
increasing the pool of property
owners voluntarily complying
with thelaw isthekey to achiev-

Two workgroups tasked with
reviewing Maryland's water and
wastewater programsissued their
recommendations to the state's
leadership Dec. 22. Their findings
will result in actions that could
impact county and municipa gov-
ernments, citizensand theprivate
sector.

TheWater Security and Waste-
water SystemsAdvisory Council
and Interagency Technical Assis-
tance Committee on Wastewater
Treatment Systems delivered the
report to sponsoring committees
of the General Assembly and to
Governor Robert L. Ehrlich Jr.
earlier thismonth.

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Saying warm while
saving energy iseasy

Cold winter temperatures and
dayswith fewer hours of daylight
arehere. Meaningit'stimetodig
out thesweaters, coatsand gloves.
Dust off the boots. Find the snow
shove. Whew! Preparing for win-
ter can bealot of work. And there
may be more things to do, espe-
cidly to keep your home warm,
utility costs lower and conserve
energy.

Energy costsareexpectedtobe
highthiswinter. The U.S. Depart-
ment of Energy madethe follow-
ing predictionsabout energy costs
this winter: Average residential
natural gas pricesare expected to
be 11 percent higher than they
were last winter, and household
expenditures are expected to be
15 percent higher. Heating ail
prices are expected to average 29
percent higher compared with last
winter and household expendi-
tures are expected to be 28 per-
cent higher. Propane prices are
expected to average 17 percent
abovelast winter, with 22 percent
higher expendituresfor propane-
hested househol ds.

Want to trim monthly ex-
penses? Uselessfuel? Contribute
to a cleaner environment? Then
take along hard look at how you
use household appliances and
how well prepared your houseis
for reducing energy use. Energy
conservation is one way to fight
higher electric and heating bills.
Energy conservation also helps
protect air quality because emis-
sions from power plants are re-
duced. You cando morethanturn
off lightswhen not in use.

We have al heard the familiar
business adage “location, loca
tion, location.” Theadagefor win-
terizing your homeshould be“in-
sulation, insulation, insulation.”
Check to ensure that the houseis
sealed to prevent cold air fromen-

tering. Cold air can enter through
gaps between framing material,
through holes drilled for plumb-
ing and wiring, around doorsand
windows. Check to seeif thereis
sufficient insulation materia on
the attic floor. A properly main-
tained heating system also saves
money and conserves fuel. Here
are additiona tasksthat can keep
your housewarm:
* Seal gapsinwallswith caulk
or concrete
* Replace broken or cracked
window glass and cracked glaz-
ing
* Ingtall storm windows over
single pane windows or replace
single panewindowswith energy
efficient double pane windows
* Sedl jointsin sheet meta ducts
with duct tape
* Replacefurnacefiltersoncea
month during the heating season
* Close curtains and shades at
night
« Allow sunlight through win-
dowsduring the day
Another way to save on heat-
ing costsisto keep thethermostat
aslow asiscomfortable (65t0 68
degrees Fahrenheit is suggested)
when the house is occupied and
to set the thermostat back by 10
degreesat night or whenthehouse
is unoccupied. A programmable
thermogtat is an inexpensive in-
vestment ($40to $99) that will au-
tomatically adjust the tempera
ture. Thethermostat could gener-
ate enough savings in fuel costs
to pay for itself in one month.
Other ways to reduce utility
costs and conserve energy areto
buy energy-efficient appliances
when older appliances need re-
placement. For example, many
older gas-cooking stoves have
continuous burning pilot lights.
Replace with agas stove that has
aclosed eectric ignition system.

Businesses earn awards
for work that supports Bay

Businesses for the Bay is a
voluntary program that encour-
ages and recognizes pollution
prevention practices at busi-
nesses, government facilities,
and other organizations located
within the Chesapeake Bay wa-
tershed. Pollution prevention, or
P2, isan environmental manage-
ment approach that aims to re-
duce or eliminate waste prior to
recycling, treatment, or disposal.
P2 practicesalso includethein-
creased efficiency of the use of
raw materials, energy and water.

More than 600 organizations
throughout the watershed are
participating members in Busi-
nesses for the Bay. Since the
program’s inception in 1996,
program parti ci pantsthroughout
the Chesapeake Bay watershed
have reported the reduction and
recycling of 7.3 billion pounds
of waste and materials at a cost
savings of $892 million. These
wastes ranged from specific
chemicals to air emissions and

solidwaste. Secretary Philbrick
remarked, “ Theseresultsrepre-
sent just a small fraction of the
potential reductions that can be
achieved through pollution pre-
vention measuresthroughout the
Chesapeake Bay watershed. We
are fortunate to have aregional
organization like Businesses for
the Bay to carry this message
and help tap this potential.”

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Cool & wet equals good air quality for area

Summer of * 04 listed only one Code Red

The summer of 2004 featured cool, cloudy and wet conditions
when compared to a ‘normal’ Maryland summer. Perfect condi-
tions for keeping the lawn green and flowers happy, but less than
ideal for getting the perfect tan or producing ozone.

During a norma summer (May — September) Maryland would
experience about 30 days with maximum temperatures at or above
90 degrees Fahrenheit, but this past summer the thermometer only
reached or exceeded that mark on 10 days. With the below normal
maximum temperatures came above normal precipitation. During
the summer the Maryland region experienced rainfall that equaled
or exceeded .01 inches on 65 of 153 days or 42 percent of thetime.
A total of 24.42 inches (or approximately two feet) of rain fell on
the region and this was approximately 5.71 inches above normal.
The wettest month of the summer was July, which had 8.69 inches
of precipitation (an astounding 4.84 inches above normal).

Thenext logical question one might ask iswhy was the summer
of 2004 so wet and cool? It was a combination of things. First an
area of high pressure, known as the Bermuda High, usually forms
off the coast of Maryland. This past summer the Bermuda High
formed and stayed further south and east than normal and never got
close enough to cause temperatures to climb into the 90s on a con-
sistent basis. At the same time a persistent area of low pressure
formed to the north in Canada near Hudson Bay. Thisinturn helped

Asmentioned earlier thisuncharacteristic summer weather kept
the Maryland region wet and cloudy. Thislack of sunshine and hot
temperatures kept ozone concentrations low. In fact Maryland re-
corded only one Bad Air Day (Code Red) during the entire summer.
Code Red indicatestheair quality is poor and can cause respiratory
distress for even healthy people. In comparison Maryland usually
averages 10 Bad Air Days during the summer. Overall Maryland
had 92 Code Green days (good air quality), 46 Code Yellow days
(mild air pollution), nine Code Orange days (unhealthy air for people
with respiratory problems), and one Code Red day.

Thispast summer featured somevery interesting weather events
that folksin the Maryland region will not soon forget. Aside from
the normal average severe thunderstormswe expect during the sum-
mer, Maryland experienced some s ow moving afternoon downpours
that turned roadsinto rivers and flooded many basements. Several
hurricanes and tropical storms camethrough the areato cause more
flooding, above normal tides and strong winds. In addition, the
areawitnessed damage and destruction associated with tornadoes.

relating to the security of water
and wastewater facilities, chlorine
and alternative disinfections and
new technologies. The Inter-
agency Technical Assistance
Committee evaluated technical
assistance to small and medium
communities, user rates, public
education, infrastructure needs
and costs, and water and sewer
planning.

ozone reaches unhealthy concentrations.

The report covers a broad
range of issues from drinking
water and wastewater security,
chlorine use, water and sewer-
age planning, finance optionsfor
water and wastewater infrastruc-
ture by local governments and
public awareness and technical
assistance.

“We hopethat thisreport will
provide the basis for new pro-
grams and procedures at the
state and local level to improve
the overall management of wa-
ter and wastewater systems,”
said Victoria Woodward, chair
of theWater Security and Waste-
water Systems Advisory Coun-
cil.

“The report emphasizes the
need to help small and medium-
sized facilitiesaddress on-going
operational and maintenance,
and periodic capital improve-
ment needs,” added Steve

McHenry, chair of the Inter-
agency Technical Assistance
Committee.

Report recommendations ad-
dressmany technical aspectsre-
lated to the use of gaseous chlo-
rine, liquid chlorine (sodium hy-
pochlorite, more commonly
known as bleach), and alterna-
tive disinfection technologies.
Thereport also callsfor greater
vigilanceto ensure the adequacy
of water and wastewater facili-
tiesto serve existing and new de-
velopment.

The report also updated 2001
estimates of wastewater capital
from $4.3 hillion to about $5.3
billion today. Much of the in-
creased cost isattributableto En-
hanced Nutrient Removal at
wastewater treatment plants. The
report also mentionsthe creation
of the Bay Restoration Fund asa
mechanism to fund this nutrient

removal program.

Other recommendations of the
report include:

- Seeking changes in the fed-
era CleanWater Acttoalow loan
forgivenessand longer repayment
termsto make state water quality
loan programs more affordable;

- Encouraging local govern-
mentsto perform utility rate stud-
iesto keep water and wastewater
systems salf-supporting;

- Encouraging devel opment of
regional facilities where feasible
and practical;

- Improving citizen awareness
of the need for adeguate funding
of water quality infrastructure
through educational messagestar-
geted to ratepayers.
